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End of the “ M nssel Slough” C ontroversy. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 7th.—The ju d g ­ 
ments of the Circuit Court of California in 
favor of the railroad company in the Mussel 
Slough cases have been affirmed by the Su­ 
preme Court of the L'nited States, thus end­ 
ing forever that controversy in favor of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, 
Postal T elegraphy. 
W a sh in g to n , December 7th.—The postal 
telegraph question is likely to come up in 
several forms at the present session of Con­ 
gress. 
The bill of Senator Edmunds has 
been supplemented by one of Senator Hill, 
the latter being an elaborate scheme for the 
absorption of the present lines of telegraph 
by the U nited States Government. 
Oa Mon­ 
day, Sumner of California will introduce a 
bill on the same subject into the House, be 
having fcr many years studied the problem 
of postal telegraphy. 
Sumner hopes to force 
his bill on the attention of the House. 
It 
has already received some notice from mem­ 
bers. 
Those from the South, notably Ran­ 
dolph and Tucker from Virginia, object to the 
measure on the ground that its tendency is 
toward paternal government, but all have 
agreed to give the bill their attention. 
Sumner’s bill proceeds on the theory that a 
postal telegraph should be a part of the 
Post* ffi e 
Department, and 
provides for 
the 
appointment of 
a 
Fourth Assist­ 
ant 
Postmaster-General, who 
shall 
be 
an 
electrician, 
and 
who 
shall 
take 
charge of the new service. 
The details 
of service are left to ths Postmaster Gen­ 
eral. 
Bonds to the amount of $25,000,000, 
bearing 3 per cent., in denominations not 
exceeding $50, to run for thirty years but re­ 
deemable in twenty, are to be issued to con­ 
struct the new lines of telegraph under the 
supervision of the Postmaster-General. 
The 
bill provides that work shall commence at 
certain points in the country simultaneously. 
Un the Pacific coast those points are Port­ 
land, Yreka, Sacramento, San Francisco. Los 
Angeles and San Diego, thus making a com­ 
plete c-ast line. 
The whole system is to b« 
opened fifty miles at a time, and any commu­ 
nity desiring to connect with the lines first 
built may do so, and their lines, if built as 
required by the Postmaster-General, may be 
accepted by him and paid fir. 
Sumner’s 
maximum rates on these lineB is 10 cents for 
the firBt ten words, and 5 cents for each addi­ 
tional teu words. 
His maximum press rate, 
uniform all over the country, is 20 cents per 
100 words. 
In the transmission of letters, 
the use of stamps, the rights of correspond­ 
ence, secrecy, etc., the bill is similar to that 
of Senator Hill. 
The low bond is designed 
to place the loan in the hands of the people 
of the country. 
C hinese R eslrlrtlnn. 
W a sh in g to n , December 7th.—The repre­ 
sentatives of the Pacific coast generally ex­ 
press the opinion that President A rthur, in 
his message, had not laid sufficient stress 
on the bad faith ot the Chinese Government 
in carrying out restrictions. 
M any Demo­ 
cratic members of the lower house express the 
same opinion. 
The way in which the fraud­ 
ulent Canton certificates have landed bogas 
traders, merchants and students in San Fran­ 
cisco is believed on all sides to have been a 
willful violati-n of the treaty and the re­ 
striction law, to which the President should 
have give more than the passiog notice he ac­ 
corded it. 
A bill willlbe preaeuted to the 
House at an early day, providing for the en­ 
forcement of the immigration regulations 
of the treaty. 
The Democrats of the Cali­ 
fornia delegation, it is believed, will take this 
bill up and champion it as a political measure 
of importance. 
M exican Veterans. 
W a sh in g to n , December 7tb.— The tenth 
annual reuuion of the National Association 
of the Veterans of the Mexican W ar began 
yesterday, with a large attendance. 
General 
Denver, the President of the Association, 
called the assembly to order and introduced 
Captain M erritt, who delivered an eloquent 
address of welcome, which was responded to 
by General 
Denver. 
General Rosecrans 
spoke hopefully of the prospects of se­ 
curing pensions to the veterans. 
Various 
committees were appointed, and the following 
officers were elected for the ensuing y e ar: 
President, 
General 
D enver; First Vice­ 
President, General MausoD ; Secretary, A. 
M. Kennedy ; Treasurer, S. V. Niles. 
Reso­ 
lutions were adopted reciting that the survi­ 
vors of the Mexican war never received the 
reward due to citizen soldiers, and in the 
opinion of the Convention they should be 
placed upon the pension roll on an equality 
with the survivors of 1812 
Copi-s of the 
resolutions were sent to the President, Sena­ 
tors and Representative-. 
Treasury E stim ates. 
W a sh in g to n , December 7th.—1The Secre­ 
tary el the Treasury has transmitted to Con­ 
gress estimates for the appropriations for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1885. The amount 
estimated to be required for all the expenses 
of the G ivernment is $283,125 305, winch is 
$22,323 282 lees than tne aggregate of the 
appropriations for the present fiscal year, and 
$57,154,857 less than the sum called for in the 
estimates submitted last year. 
The appro­ 
priations for the present fiscal year, including 
deficiencies and miscellaneous, amounted to 
$385 435,587. 
The estimates on which these 
appropriations were baeed called fur $340,­ 
280,102. 
The Fanners* Congress. 
L o u is v ille , December 7th.—The Farmers’ 
Congress ' esterday agreed on a constitution 
and by-laws, stating the object of tbe organ­ 
izativa to be to advance tbe agricultural in­ 
terests of the country ; to be composed of the 
same number of members as the National 
Congress, one member from each State Agri­ 
cultural College, all the heads of bnreaus of 
agriculture of each State and the United 
States to be ex officio members. 
Governors 
are requested to appoint delegates each year 
by April 1st. The Committee on Resolutions 
reported a series, which were adopted. They 
demand a Commissioner of Agricnlture in the 
Cabinet, ask for a Bureau of Slatistics, urge 
farmers and mechanics to take steps to be 
represented at the W orld’s Exposition at 
New Orleans, urging farmers to raise a va­ 
riety of crops, favoring an annual Exposition 
in this city, and empowering the President of 
the Congress to ask the passage of a law by 
the National Congress incorporating the 
Farmers’ Congress with usual powers. Much 
of the session was devoted to debate on the 
resolutions. 
Colonel Robert Beverley, of 
Virginia, was eleeted President for the ensu­ 
ing year, with one Vice President from each 
State : T. 15. Nall, of Kentucky, Secretary ; 
J . D. Guthrie, of Kentucky, Treasurer. Ad­ 
journed until to-day. 
O n sn s o f Message Readers, 
New Yobk, December 7th.—A Tinut re­ 
porter yesterday aoked 324 persons in this 
-ityjwhether they had read the President’s 
message. 
Among the parties interviewed 
were merchants, baukers. Government and 
city officers, lawyers and traders generally. 
It was ascertained that rf 324 citizens, 105 
had read it. 96 frankly slid they had not read 
it, 88 weakly promised themselves a study of 
the document by and by, 30 skimmed and 50 
read tbe newspaper criticisms. 
This imper­ 
fect census probably represents a fair picture 
of the attitude cf average citizens towards 
the message. 


ra th eilrlsm In C alifornia 
C hicago, December 7th.—Father Role’, 
of St. Mary's, Father Henneberry, of St. 
James', and others of the local Catholic 
clergy who acted as an escort to Bishop Rior- 
dan on his trip to his new charge in San 
Francisco, reached home yesterday. 
“ How did yon like 
San Francisco?” 
asked a reporter of Rev. Father Roles. 
“ Very much, indeed. 
I must say that 
the growth of Catholicism has been wonder­ 
ful there—so much that it astonished me." 
*' I suppose, then, that the diocese out 
there is a very wealthy one.” 
" Oh, yes, indeed ; a very rich diocese. 
It 
takes in all of California, I should say ; but 
San Francisco is, of course, the main body, 
We visited Los Angeles and other California 
towne, and were everywhere surprised at tbe 
progress being made by our people.” 


“ How are the schools there ?” 
" Grand. In some of them 1 fairly blushed. 
Tbeir school system is a wonderful one.” 
“ Did you stop anywhere on your way 
back ?”

W a sh in g to n , December 7th.—The Pacific 
Slope Representatives held a meeting this 
morning in the room of the Senate Committee 
on the Revision of laws to discuss matters af­ 
fecting the interests of the coast people. 
There were present Senators Miller, Slater 
and Dolph, the entire California delegation 
in the House of Representatives, George, of 
Oregon, and Cassidy, of Nevada.

informal interchange of views respecting the 
needs of the Pacific Coas*, as regards appro­ 
priations for rivers and harbors, public build­ 
ings and legislation on the Chinese question, 
followed.

Tariff L egislation. ¡ 
W a sh in g to n , December 7th.—Representa­ 
tive H urd of Unie is anxiously awaiting the 
formation of the House committees, in order 
t.o begin a crusade against the tsritf. 
Hurd 
will undoubtedly be one of the members of 
tbe Ways and Means Committee, and he says 
a bold and aggressive warfare will be waged 
by the majority 
against high protective 
duties. It is said, remarked the correspond­ 
ent, “ That the majority in the House will 
pursue a conservative policy, and that the 
existing tariff system will not materially be 
disturbed.” 
“ W ait until tbe Ways and 
Means Committee 
is 
announced,” 
an­ 
swered 
Hurd, 
“ aud 
then 
you 
can 
judge what sort of 
a tariff legislation 
is likely to engage the attention of Con­ 
gress for four or five months of the session. I 
do not think any general tariff bill will be 
brought forward, but we will ask for free 
salt, free lumber, free sugar, free barbed wire, 
free copper, etc ; and, if our bill is defeated, 
the country will know where the responsi­ 
bility belongs ” 
“ D ) you propose to include all of them in 
one bill, or to present separate bills covering 
a single subject?” 
“ My preference is for single bills ; but I 
do not know how the matter will be arranged. 
I shall introduce a bill for free wool at the 
earliest opportunity. 
I do not thiuk that 
any of my Democratic colleagues from Ohio 
will vote for such a measure, but I intend to 
push it. 
I repudiate that section of our 
State platform that condemned the action of 
last Congress for reducing the duty on 
wool. 
I was elected by a

Our M ichi­ 
gan m en were elected on a free lum ber and 
salt issue, and I think it will be wise to join 
these two item s in a single bill. 
There are 
m any protectionists who will vote to make 
those articles free. 
Sevan-tenths of the peo­ 
ple of Louisiana w ant free sugar. 
The in­ 
dustry in the South has been w arning for 
years past, and I do not believe it is right to 
longer continue a tariff on those articles to 
the great injury of the people of the whole 
country.” 


Speaker C arlisle's V iews on Hie Tariff 
«location. 
B a ltim o re . December 7 th —The Sun this 
morning publishes the following authorized 
statem ent of Carlisle’s views on the tariff 
question : 
Carlisle knows the present law is 
not » reform of the old law ; therefore he fa­ 
vors its revision, believing that at least the 
reduction of 20 per cent, recommended by 
the Tariff Commissioners should be made, 
and that the increased rates of dnty, by 
which the promised objects of the bill of last 
season were perverted, should be reformed. 
He says it is the duty of this Congress to 
fulfill the broken promises of the last, and 
there is no clamor against the needed action 
except from those who succeeded in reaping 
undue advantage from tbe last revision. 


The C alam ity In the Straits of Sunda. 
B oston, December 7th.—The bark William 
II Besse and the ship Anabnac arrived this 
morning, the former from Manila aud the 
latter from Calcutta. The former had a voy­ 
age of 195 and the latter 139 days. 
Captain 
Baker, of the former, says his bark was di­ 
rectly in the vicinity of Anjiers at the time 
of the terrible disaster which killed thousands 
and changed (he face of the land in and 
around Sunrla Straits. 
He left Batavia Au­ 
gust 16th, and the following morning at day­ 
light those on deck noticed a heavy bank 
rising from tbe west and obscuring the Bun. 
A t this time the barometer dropped to 29.40, 
and again suddenly rose to 30.70. 
All bands 
were called and sail taken off as fsst as possi­ 
ble. 
A heavy shower ot sand and ashes com­ 
menced 
falling, completely covering 
tbe 
decks, masts anil spars to a depth of several 
inches. 
By noon it had 
grown darker 
than the darkest, night, and the wind 
commenced to blow a hurricane ; 
but, 
strange 
to 
say, 
the 
sea 
remained 
perfectly smooth. Heavy rumblings, like dis­ 
tant thunder, were continually heard, and at 
intervals the sky was lighted up by lightning 
flashes, and a strong smell of sulphur f 'rme- 
ated the atmosphere and made it diffi ju ltto 
brealha. 
All bands were affected by this 
awiul scene, and many of tbe sailors thought 
the world was coming to an end. Throughout 
the gale the tide set strongly to tbe west­ 
] ward, and the bark drove through the water 
at the rate of fourteen knots per hour. 
A t 3 
p. M. the sky commenced to grow a little 
lighter, but tbt ashes continued to fall like 
snow. The following day tbe bark entered the 
Straits of dunda, and the extent of the dam­ 
age done was plainly to be seen. 
Whole 
islands had exnb, and those that remained 
had changed in form. 
The northwestern 
part ot Krakatia Island tad disappeared, 
and 
Verelaeia 
and 
I. mg 1-dan.t-—here­ 
tofore 
covered 
with 
trees—were 
com­ 
pletely bare. 
They saw 
a 
very 
large 
number of dead bodies, and the water for 
miles was covered with trees and dead bodies. 
The BeaforvOO miles was a field of lava. 
They experienced a burricano from tbe north- 
northeast, with a tremendous sea. which 
lasted three days. 
During this time tbe 
decks and cabin were H loded with water, and 
a portion of the bulwarks and everything 
moveable on deck was washed away. 
The 
most fearful thing of all was tbe sea of 
corpses. 
For nearly three days we came 
across body after body of persons who had 
lost their lives in the earthquake. 
One man 
alone counted Bixty in plain sight. Thousands 
must have perished. 


V iolent Slnrm of Snow anti VTIntt. 
D e n v e r (Col.), December 7th.—A snow 
and wind storm visited this section Wednes­ 
day night, which, in its disastrous effects, is 
without parallel in the history of Colorado. 
Tne snow attached itself to the telephone 
wires until they were two inches in diameter. 
A t 4 o’clock this morniug the wind blew al­ 
most a gale. 
In abont half an hour 300 poles 
were blown down, carrying a mass of wires. 
Fifteenth, Eighteenth aud Lawrence streets 
for a dozen squares were blockaded. 
Ail the 
trains were delayed until this evening. 
Out­ 
side communication is completely cut off. 
The Telephone Company's loss is probably 
$15,000. 
The damage to the railroad, tele­ 
graph, electric light and district messengers' 
companies is heavy. 
B usiness F ailures. 
N ew Y o rk , December 7»h.—The business 
failures during the last seven days through­ 
out the United States and Canada, reported 
by telegraph to R. G, Dun & Co., of the 


Mercantile Agency, number 308, against 242 
the previous week. 
This is the most formid­ 
able list recorded in any week for years past. 
D estruction by Fire. 
W illiAM3TON (N. C.), December 7th.—The 
town is in ashes. 
The entire business por­ 
tion was burned Let night. 
The steamer 
Commerce, of the Baltimore, Roanoke and 
Norfoltt line, with 200 bales of cotton and 
miscellaneous freight, and a quantity of cot­ 
ton in store and on tbe wharves, was also 
burned. 
The fire is supposed to have been 
incendiary. 
C e d a r R ap id s (la.), December 7;h.—T.O. 
Sinclair & Co.'s packing establishment was 
damaged to the extent of $100,000 by fire to­ 
day. 
I t was fully insured. 
A bleeping Car on Fire. 
P ou g h k eep sie (N. Y.), December 7th.— 
The sleeping car attached to the Chicago ex­ 
press, on the New York Central road, leaving 
New York at 7 o'clock last night, was discov­ 
ered to be on fire near Castleton ftt 1 this 
morning. 
A man was taken from the car un­ 
conscious. 
The car was completely gutted. 
The Death P en alty. 
L i t t l e R ock (Ark.), December 7th —Jas. 
W. Underwood, for the murder of Robert 
Pendergrass, a wealthy planter, of 
Hill 
county, was hanged to-day at Dardanelle, 
Ark., in the presence of 3,000 people. 
U a- 
derwood waylaid and shot his victim from 
the brash. 
He confessed the deed, and im­ 
puted the incentive to murder to the wife of 
Pendergrass, for whom 
U’nderwood 
had 
formed a passion. 
He reiterated this state­ 
ment on the scaffold.

THE ORGANS OF SPEECH. 


THE NEW NIAGARA BRIDGE. 


N iagara river is at length spanned in 
full view of the m ighty cataract by the 
Michigan C entral’s cantilever bridge. 
On 
the 11th of last April a contract was en­ 
tered into. The excavations for the found­ 
ations were begun April 13th, 
The pits 
for the piers were finished, and the intro­ 
duction of the Beton cement begun June 
tl-.h. The foundations were completed June 
¿0th on the American side, and seven days 
later on the Canada side. 
The first stone 
for the piers on the American side was laid 
June 26th, and on the Canada side July 
13th. 
The American piers were capped 
A ugust 20cb, and the Canadian Septem ber 
3d. 
On A ugust 29",h the first column of 
steel for the tower was lowered on the 
American side, and on the Canada side 
September 10th. 
The last section of the 
American tower had been laid tw o days 
previous, and on the Canadian tow er it was 
put down September 18:h. 
On the 24th 
the first iron for the centilever was run 
out, and both centilevera were completed 
on the 17th instant. 
Last Tuesday a heavy 
beam of tim ber was throw n across, and the 
Canadian and American gangs of builders 
were able to clasp hands. 
One of them, 
Jack McCoy, found the tem ptation to be 
the first man to crosB on the beam too 
strong for resistance, and over he w ent on 
a keen jum p, in violation of the orders of 
his foreman. 
H is eagerness to be the 
“ first man ” therefore secured for him 
w hat the workmen designate to be a “ red 
tick et.” 
In other words, he received an 
immediate dismissal from the service of the 
contractors. 
Y esterday the work of p u t­ 
ting in the fixed span begun early, and 
when the hour of noon arrived the sections 
bad been connected and the bridge prac­ 
tically completed. 
The principle of the cantilever plan is 
th a t of a trussed beam supported at or near 
its center, w ith the arms extending each 
way, and one end anchored or counter­ 
weighed to provide for unequal loading. 
In practice it is entirely new, this being 
the only bridge completed upon this prin­ 
ciple. 
The F irth of Forth bridge in Scot­ 
land, w ith a clear span of 
1,000 feet, is 
being built upon this plan, and also in this 
country the Fraser river bridge, 315 feet 
clear span, cn the Canadian Pacific. These 
are the only Bxamples of this design yet 
undertaken. 
The total weight of the iron and steel 
entering into the construction of the mas- 
Bive structure is 3,600 tons. 
The bridge is 
of sufficient w idth for a double track, and 
is built to carry upon each track at the 
same time a freight train of the heaviest 
kind extending the entire length of the 
bridge, headed by two “ consolidation ” 
engines, and a side pressure of thirty 
pounds per square foot, which pressure is 
produced by a wind having a velocity of 
seventy-five miles per hour. 
U nder these 
loads the structure is strained only to one- 
quarter of its ultim ate strength. The total 
length of the bridge proper is 900 feet and 
9 inches, divided into two cantileví rs of 
895 feet on the Canadian and 355 feet on 
the American side, supported on steel tow ­ 
ers arising from the w ater’s edge. 
A fixed 
span of 119 feet and 9 inches is suspended 
from and connects the river arms of canti­ 
levers. 
The clear span across the river is 
494 feet and 9 inches, being the broadest 
double track truss span ever yet built. 
The 
bridge spans a chasm of 839 feet from bluff 
to bluff. 
The total weight resting on each 
of the towers under a maximum condition 
of strain is in round num bers 3.200 tons. 
The total uplifting force th a t can be 
exerted on each of the shore arms of the 
cantilever is 340 tons, and the weight of 
each shore anchorage is 800 tons. 
I t will 
be Been th at every single piece of m aterial 
is live times as strong as it actually need 
be, so th at the bridge can be strained to 
only one-fifth of its ultim ate strength.—

felt th a t my only hope was in the elephant, 
if I could reach him, but he was chained 
by the foot and could not reach me. 
“ Nearer and nearer came the lion, wav­ 
ing his tail in a manner th at m eant busi­ 
ness. 
If I turned my back he would 
spring ; if I took my eyes from him I was 
lost. 
" It was a terrible moment. 
I glided 
backwards as swiftly as I dared. 
I had 
another fear. 
I feared stum bling back­ 
wards, and knew if I did fall I would never 
rise, but th at where I fell I would make a 
meal for th at lion. 
“ As I neared the elephant I saw th at 
the lion understood my movements, and, 
fearing he would be baulked of his prey, 
he prepared to bring the m atter to a crisiB. 
I then saw th at I had but one hope—to 
rush w ith all my speed to the elephant. 
“ I think I m ust have jumped tw enty 
feet when I turned, and I know the lion 
jum ped thirty, but he just missed me. 
“ How I completed the race I do not 
know. 
I only know the elephant’s trunk 
was around my waist and he was lifting 
me up on his head. 
I only know I was 
saved.” 


B ef.s e r t i.m i W o o d.— An exchange says 
that a plan recently introduced into Bel­ 
gium for preserving wood from decay pro­ 
duced by the atmosphere, water, etc., is to 
fill the pores of the wood with liquid g u tta­ 
percha, which is said to effectually pre­ 
serve it from moisture and the action of 
toe sun. 
The process employed consists 
in exhausting the air from the pores of the 
wood and tilling them with gutta-percha 
solution. 
In pouring the solution into the 
porej, the solid gutta-percha is liquefied 
by mixing w ith parathue in proportion of 
about tw o-thirds of gutta-percha to one- 
third of paratliue; the m ixture is then 
subm itted to the action of heat, and the 
gutta percha becomes sufficiently liqnid to 
be easily introduced into the pores of the 
wood. 
The gutta-percha, liquefied by this 
process, hardens in the pores of the wood 
as soon as it becomes cold. 


P l a n e t a r y I n f l u e n c e s. — A w riter who 
has studied the planets, w ith a view to as­ 
certaining the influence they have over 
people, claims th at people never agree in 
marriage whose horoscopes are antagon­ 
istic, and among the Hindoos and some 
other nations, even to this day, the astrol­ 
oger is consulted to determ ine w hether 
there is a complete sym pathy between the 
positions of the sun, inoon, Venus and 
Mars in the respective nativities, and if 
their relative positions are not fonnd to 
agree, the projected match is broken off. 
Women who have the sun or the western 
angle afflicted by Uranus, Saturn or Mars 
at birth, should never enter wedlock. 
W hen they do so under these conditions, 
misfortune is certain to result, 
Venus 
should be free from the cross aspects of 
the malefic. 


In a recent address by David Green- 
berger, Principal of the Institute forthe Im ­ 
proved Instruction of Deaf M utes, at New 
York, and a portion of which is published 
in the American Annals o f the D ea f anil 
Dumb, the speaker said, in reference to the 
organs of speech above the larynx : I will 
briefly mention the passages which the 
voice traverses after leaving the larynx. 
Tne first in order is the pharynx, “ a mus- 
culo-membranous sac,” which is placed be­ 
hind the nose, m outh and larynx. 
I t ex­ 
tends from the under surface of the skull to 
the lower and back part of the larynx, 
where it meets the ue-ophagus, w ith which 
it is continuous. 
In the adult it measures 
about four inches and a half. 
Its breadth 
is not uniform, the broadest part being op­ 
posite the cornua of the bvoid bone, and 
the narrow est point being at its term ina­ 
tion in the «Esophagus. 
Its smallest di­ 
mension, from front to rear, is directly 
above the larynx and back of thereofc pal­ 
ate. 
The great advantage of this arrange­ 
m ent is th at only a slight backward move­ 
m ent of the soft palate is sufficient to close 
the passage into the H03e and force the 
breath aod voice into the cavity of the 
month, where they are modified to suit the 
purposes of articulation. 
The pharynx has seven openings com­ 
municating w ith it : 
the two posterior 
nares, the ttfo Eustachian 
tubes, the 
mouth, larynx and uMophagu». 
AH these 
cavitieB have an influence on the voice on 
account of the resonance which is produced 
in them during the utterance of sound. 
The cavities of the nose are, however, of 
the greatest importance in this regard. 
They begin in front at the two anterior 
nares, and term inate in the pharynx betiind 
by the posterior nares. 
They are separated 
from each other by a vertical septum. 
In 
regard to breadth and depth they are very 
irregular. 
If we take into consideration 
th at they communicate with the mouth, 
the cranium, and several minor cavities, 
we may imagine w hat im portant resonators 
of the voice they form, and w hat great in­ 
fluence they m ust have on the tim bre of 
the voice. 
To make this description of the 
organs of speech complete, the mouth, 
tongue, teeth and lips ought to be included, 
but being so situated as to be open to view, 
a discussion of them seems unneceBssry. 
Although the anatomical structure of the 
vocal apparatus is the same in every hu­ 
man subject, so far as general principles 
are concerned, yet there is great diversity 
in m attera of detail. 
In Bome individuals 
the thickness of the vocal cords is greater 
in proportion to their length than íd oth­ 
ers ; the tissue of these cords does not 
have the same degree of elasticity in all 
cases, and therefore vibrates more readily 
in one than in another : the relative dimen­ 
sions of the cavities in which the sounds 
reverberate vary in different persons, etc., 
etc. 
All these circumstances have an im­ 
portant bearing on the tone of the voice. 
Hence the instances of people whose voices 
sound alike are as rare as those of persons 
who resemble each other in outw ard ap­ 
pearance. One may be in a dark room with 
a great num ber of others whom he knows 
and distinguish each of them by bis voice; 
and we sometimes recognize a friend by 
the sound of his voice after years of sepa­ 
ration, during which the m arks of time 
have so completely altered his looks as to 
render recognition by sight impossible. 
This peculiarity of tone in individuals is 
also to be found amoDg deaf mutes, before 
as well as after they have been taught how 
to articulate. 
W e know our pupils by 
their voices ju st the same as we would an 
equal num ber of hearing children. 
Like all the other parts of the body, the 
organa of speech are supplied with nerves 
wnich belong to the cerebro-spinal system, 
f. e., originate from the brain and spinal 
cord. 
The nerves of the vocal organs are 
partly sensitive nerves, which transm it the 
stim ulus of sensation from these organs to 
the nerve centers, and partly motor nerves 
which transm it the stim ulus of motion 
from the nerve centers to the muscles of 
the vocal apparatus. 
The function of the 
former is to make us conscious of the 
actions of the muscles th at are brought into 
play durÍDg articulation, thereby enabling 
us to control the degree of tension of these 
muscles and to regulate our voices. 
H ear­ 
ing persona control their voices entirely by 
the ear, and pay little or no attention 
whatever to the movements of their organs 
of speech. 
In fact they are hardly aware 
of these movements. 
But this is entirely 
different in the case of deaf articulators, 
who become conscious of the movements 
of their vocal organs daring articulation 
through the senBe of touch alone, and have 
to control their voices by means of this 
sense, 
Therefore) the functions of the sen­ 
sitive nerves of the vocal apparatus play a 
more im portant part in the articulation of 
a deaf-mute than in ours. In his case these 
nerves will, in the course of tim e, become 
so acute th at he can regulate his voice by 
feeling the vibrations in his throat and 
chest, the contact between the tongue and 
palate, the movements of the lips, etc.

them. 
I reached my hand out toward the 
nest.

A RIVER ONCE F icTEEN MILES BSOAD. 


MINING NOTES. 


A t the annual meeting of the Connecti­ 
cut Valley H istorical Society, Professor 
William N orth Rice of W esleyan U niver­ 
sity addressed the society on the subject 
of the terraces and flooded plains of the 
Connecticut river valley. 
In the course of 
his address he Baid : 
By a study of the 
terraces formed by this maximum flood we 
conclude th at the Connecticut river m ust 
have been a stream of 150 feet deep and 15 
miles broad for th at part of itB valley be­ 
tween N ortham pton and M eriden ; th a t is, 
besides the present river, another stream 
flowed south from Northam pton, west of 
M ount 
Tom, having a slight communi­ 
cation w ith the main stream through the 
WeBttield river and the Farm ington. 
In ­ 
deed, the second stream may have had a 
separate m outh at New Haven. The broad 
river valley may be accounted for, first by 
a subsidence of the land progressively in ­ 
creasing tow ard the river’s source ; a com­ 
parison of the shell beds of M ontreal, 500 
feet above sea level, with those near the 
Sound, but little above salt river, shows 
th at a subsidence of one foot and a quarter 
to a mile would give the river w ater an ap­ 
parent rise of sixty-tw o feet. 
The second 
theory which accounts for the great vol­ 
ume of w ater necessary to fill so vast a 
river basin is the m elting of a glacier ; the 
former presence of a glacier over New Eng­ 
land and the northern middle States is 
shown by bowlder scratchings and by te r­ 
minal morains, the tools anil the chips of 
glacial flow, and both geography and as­ 
tronomy show th at a glacier m ight have 
occupied this section of the country. 
As 
to the tim e of the glacial period, and the 
tim e when the valley terraces were formed, 
geology says, judging by the wearing of 
the channel of the Niagara Falls, about 
30,000 years, and astronomy makes it a 
m atter of 200,000 years. 
But whichever 
approxim ates nearest to truth, the period of 
glacier-making was about the time of man's 
appearance on the earth, and both animal 
and vegetable life were much as they are 
now, yet the epoch is quite modern with 
reference to the ages of geological time 
which preceded it.—[Concord S atesman.

R o m a n A r e n a in B a r is .— The remains 
of the Roman arena which were brought to 
light in I’aris, some tim e ago, are in a 
much better state of preservation than was 
at first imagined ; and now th a t the pas­ 
sage, 100 feet long by 20 feet wide, which 
leads down from the main entrance to the 
arena itself, has been cleared of the debris, 
it is easy to form an idea of w hat the ruins 
wni iook like when the other obstructions 
have been removed. 
“ Descending into 
the am phitheater by this passage,” says 
the St. James Gazette, “ the visitor will 
have to his left the stone seats rising one 
above the other, in front of him the semi 
circle formed by the wall inclosing the 
arena, and to his right the outline of the 
stage, which is still very well preserved. 
Ouly one half of the arena has been ex­ 
cavated ; but the other half, which belongs 
to the Paris Omnibus Company, will prob 
ably be purchased by the M unicipality ; 
and in the meanwhile the various frag­ 
m ents of columns, sculpture, etc., which 
are now in the Carnavaiet Museum, and 
which are known to have been removed 
from the arena, will he taken back. 
A l­ 
though this is the oldest building in Baris, 
dating as it does from the tim e of Hadrian, 
very few relics of great antiquity have been 
discovered during the progrese of the ex­ 
cavations ; h ut among the bones which 
have been dug up are some which appar 
cntly belonged to the wild animals killed 
in the am phitheater.” 


T h e U se o f B is m f tii.—In England the 
use of bism uth has been patented in a new 
alloy containing copper, zinc, nickel, tin 
and bism uth in varying proportions. 
The 
so-called bism uth bronze is a hard, tough 
and sonorous m etallic 
alloy, which is 
claimed to be especially adapted for the 
following purposes : For propeller blades, 
shafts and other appliances exposed to sea 
w ater ; for telegraph wires, its toughness 
making it invaluable where much strain 
has to be endured ; for piano and other 
music wires, on account of its sonorous 
q u a lity ; and far domestic utensils and 
other articles exposed to atmospheric in- 
flnence, alumnium being added to the com­ 
position when intended for these articles. 


The Mineral Slide mine is a very valua­ 
ble piece of property in B utte county. 
More rich dirt is reported as having been 
found. 


The work at Indian district, Nev., has 
ceased for the winter. 
There ha9 been a 
few tons of ore th at will work $1 50 per 
ton sacked, and it will be brought into 
Bristol. 
A large body of very rich ore has been 
struck in the 1,200 foot level of the Consol­ 
idated Amador mine at Sutter Creek. Tais 
will probably have the effect of livening up 
th at town. 
The Noonday and Red Cloud Consoli­ 
dated property at B-idie has been sold for 
$250. subject to liens aggregating §528,­ 
000 74, to A. E. Davis, of San Francisco, 
President of the South Pacific Coast Rail­ 
road, 
A new mining district, which has been 
named Minnie Fee, has been laid off abont 
six miles south of Pinacate, on the line of 
the California Southern Railroad. 
Some 
very rich rock is said to have been found 
there. 
An attachm ent has been placed on the 
Tip Top mine and mill for 81.000, 
with 
interest at 9 per cent, psr annum, from 
October 23, 1883. in favor of Samuel Gold- 
water, of this place. 
So far no attem pt 
has been made by the company to settle it, 
from which it is to he inferred th a t the 
property is to be abandoned.—[Prescott 
(A. T.) Miner. 
I t is reported th at the Eoglieh Company 
to which the May Lundy miue has been 
sold, will take charge of the property at 
once, and put a large force of men at work, 
the intention being to start a tunnel just 
above where the mill is now, to tap the 
ore channel at a point nearest their north­ 
ern claim. 
If this is true, Lundy will 
boom during the w inter m onths.—[Bodie 
Free Press. 
The Sacramento silver mine, situated 
twelve miles west of the Needles, on the 
line of the railroad, has been bonded by its 
owners for the sum of 850,(XX) to a com­ 
pany, who will erect a furnace at once. 
The mine is owned by J. P. Clark, of Po­ 
mona, Hon. John W olúkill, of San Diego, 
and Mr. King, of San Francisco, who have 
been enjoined by the railroad company 
from using the w ater, which was located 
and utilized before the railroad was sur­ 
veyed or built.—[[.os Angeles Times.

H ints, Fa c ts a n d S uggestions of In te re st 
a n d Value. 
Fowls th at are contined should be sup­ 
plied w ith fresh bones well cracked. 
One plant of the cow pea raised at the 
New York experim ental farm contained 
sixty-one ripe poda and shelled out (534 
peas. 
I t has been shown th at a pail of milk 
standing for ten m inutes in a strong-sm ell­ 
ing stable, or where any other offensive 
odor can reach it, will receive a taint which 
will never leave it. 
Many cows in France are fed upon beet 
pulp. 
An investigation into the physio­ 
logical effects of this food shows th at it 
causes the m ilk to increase in quantity but 
deteriorate in quality. 
In Illinois there are 412 b u tter and 
cheese factories, moat of which are situated 
iu the northern counties of the State. 
In 
M cHenry county there are 31, in ivane 43, 
and the n tx i highest num ber Í3 in D uP .ge 
county. 
The horse stable should be dry, airy, and 
clean, 
Dampness and filth, together with 
bad ventilation, will affect the health of 
the animals, the great tendency being, 
however, to injure aud iu many cases to 
destroy the sight of the eye. 
Some M innesota farmers have lost cattle 
by poisoning from drinking the waters of 
a lake which is covered with a greenish 
scum. 
The covering is a fungus plant 
found in Europe and th at has proved 
poisonoue to stock drinking w ater contain­ 
ing it. 
There probably is not much danger that 
our w heat m arket in Europe will be lrjured 
by the productions of India, for o.dy a 
small part of its immense territory is 
adapted to w heat growing. 
In the south 
the season is too hot while the grain is 
filling. 
The English wheat crop is now esti­ 
mated at tw enty-eight bushels per acre, 
which is only about a bushel less than the 
usual average. 
But much of this is of 
poor quality, and the requirem ents far the 
coming year will be nearly or quite three 
tim es the am ount grown at home. 
M. Poirot, having observed among the 
artemisias, which cover immense regions 
of N orth America, neither dies nor worms 
nor any insects, also no scorpions or taran­ 
tulas, has suggested th at the plaut m ight 
prove adverse to the metamorphosis of 
phylloxera by covering the ground with 
brauches of artem isias. 
The following is a good way to mix 
whitew ash so it will not rub off : 
Mix up 
half a pailful of lime and w ater ready to 
pu t on the wall ; 
then take one-quarter 
pint of Ilnur, mix it up w ith water, suf­ 
ficient quantity to thicken it ; pour while 
hot into the whitewash ; stir it altogether 
and it is ready for use.—[Farm ing W orld. 
From the report subm itted to the Acad­ 
emy of Sciences, Paris, by M. Laugier, 
concerning the treatm ent of the phylloxera 
in the region of the M aritim e Alps, it ap­ 
pears that the pest was very successfully 
checked w ith sulphuretof carbon and sul- 
pho-carbonate of potassium.

In selecting fruit trees or any other be 
cartful to cnoose those 
with 
smooth, 
healthy-looking bark, which have entirely 
shed their leaves and have plenty of small 
borons roots. 
Trees on which the leaves 
r-rnain after frost sets in, and stick to the 
branches in the spring, may be regarded as 
not healthy. 
Trie tallest, atraight-st trees 
in the soVwry row do not generally make 
the best iu the orchard. 
Their unchecked 
grow th is an indication th at they nave 
never been root pruned. 
In transplanting 
th e ir long, s.lim ro o ts are cnt off and they 
suffer. The stocky looking—not stunted— 


trees have their roots in more compact 
Bhape and most of them can be saved by 
carefulness in digging. 
Mexico has r e c e n t l y contracted for 2,000,. 
000 trees to be planted in tne valley of 
Mexico, within the next four years from 
March 4, 18S4. 
W illows, poplars, euca­ 
lyptus, cypress, locusts and other species 
are to be placed in plantations of from 50,• 
000 to 100 000 each, the contractor to main­ 
tain them two years after planting, 
lh e 
value of this step will be better under­ 
stood in California in time, ami these val­ 
leys are thickly- dotted over w ith pretty 
homes surrounded w ith trees, or small 
farm 3, cut from the present 
immense 
ranches on the plains, 
we shall see a 
picture of beauty which nature intended 
for the possessors of this gloriously situ­ 
ated and favored State. 
An incombustible paint of much value 
can be made as follows : 
lak e slack ,ime 
in a tub, sift the powdered lime, and to 
twelve quarts of this add rock salt two 
quarts, water two gallons I boil and skim 
carefully, then add pulverized alum two 
pounds, pulverized copperas one pound, 
powdered potash one and one-half ^pounds.

capital paint for the inside of hop and 
fruit-driers, which are sometimes burned 
by the wooden lining, which is necessarily 
exposed to a high tem perature. 
Vaccination as a prevention from black­ 
leg among cattle has been tested, w ith ap­ 
parent success, in the vicinity of 8unol. 
and of which experiment the Livermore 
/I, raid says : 1 hiring the past year Charles 
Delmue, H aivty H. Crane and other eattle- 
owners in the m ountains bac«r of Sudo!, 
have lost a good many cattle from the dis­ 
ease commonly- known as the “ blackleg,” 
which is going the round of this Ntate. 
About two months since Dr. 0 . \\ . OweD, 
the well-known 
veterinary snrgron 
of 
Suuol, began vaccinating on the Dslmue 
range, believing th a t the disease was con­ 
tagious and could be prevented in the same 
manner as is small-pox. 
He vaccinated 230 
head of cattle for Mr. Deimue and 36 for 
Mr. Crane. 
These gentlemen state that 
since vaccination—about 
tw o m ouths— 
there have been no deaths, and there is at 
present no appearance of toe disease on 
either of their ranges. 
Tbis is certainly an 
excellent showing, so far, and we shall 
aw ait further developm ents w ith interest. 
“ If you have a rnsty plow,” says a 
w riter in the Cincinnati Timen, ‘‘ pour 
about eight ounces of sulphuric acid, as 
purchased at the apothecary’s, into a quart 
of wator ; do this slowly and carefully-, for 
it will burn hands, clothing or almost any­ 
thing else ; uee also an eart hen or crockery 
vessel rather than a tin or iron one. 
Ap­ 
ply this to the rusty surface two or three 
times, making each application as soon as 
the former one is dry. 
Then wash with 
clear water, and repeat the process. 
Give 
some of the worst spots a rnb with a bit of 
Bristol brick ; wash arain w ith w ater aud 
wipe dry. 
F a t a little kerosene around 
the bolts, and take the plow- to pieces, 
scouring each piece to get off the remaining 
rust spots if necessary. 
This sonnds like 
a formidable process, but the whole opera­ 
tion ought not to take over an hour, 
Oil 
all exposed suifaces w ith kerosene when 
you set your plow away, aud when you do 
your spring plowing a very few turns will 
finish iff tne balance.” 
I notice in your paper various opinions 
as to how long it will pay to keep fowls, or 
at w hat age they will cease to be profita­ 
ble tor egg production. 
Iu most oases the 
w riters say from one to two years, aud not 
longer than three. 
Now, from my experi­ 
ence, I beg to differ from these w riters as 
regards pure-bred Brown Leghorns, as I 
have some of th at breed five, six and seven 
years old, and they all have laid continu­ 
ally from pallets to the present tim e. 
1 
do not Bee but the oldest—seven years old 
—does just as well as the two-year-old hen. 
Since last December, 1382, these old hens 
have laid nearly every day till now, even 
somewhat while moltiug. 
I do not know 
from experience w hat other than Brown 
Leghorns will do, if kept at such ages. 
I 
tlnuk, however, th at any pure-bred fowl 
will pay to keep till six years o ld,provided 
they have the care aud attention they 
should have to make tnem profitable, and 
are in a vigorous and healthy condition. 
Soon Id be pleased to hear from others on 
the subject.—[T. S. Edw ards, in Poultry 
Yard. 
The French gardener, says the Sydney 
gives him*elf up to the cultivation 
of a special class or regular succession of 
fruits ur vegetables, and by long study and 
practice, by experim enting w ith various 
manures, soils and modes of culture, ar­ 
rives at perfection. 
He is also much more 
economical of space, and more prodigal of 
labor than we are. 
He seldom suffers his 
gruucd to lie fallow ; crop succeeds crop ill 
endless rotation ; the cauliflower is set 
among the melon hills, ready to spread as 
soon as the melons are gathered. 
Betw een 
the rows of asparagus are planted early 
potatoes, lettuce, etc., in such a m anner as 
to keep the ground constantly fruitful, and 
wht-n the w eather becomes frosty, and the 
auu loses a goodly share of its forcing 
power, large bell glasses are employed, one 
of which is placed over each p lant—espe­ 
cially in the cato of tho salad—and heat is 
then 
concentrated 
upon 
it 
until 
its 
full 
grow th 
is 
fairiy 
attained. 
Toe 
enormous 
size 
of 
the 
French 
as­ 
paragus is chiefly due to the m anner 
of planting. 
Instead of setting tne plants 
closely together, a space of at least six- 
inches square is allowed to each “ stool,” 
which enabh o it to suck a large am ount of 
nutrim ent from the soil, and it becomes a 
strong and solid plant. 
Each stool is also 
m anured repeatedly every season, the soil 
beiug carefully scraped away down to the 
roots, the compost being placed around 
them and the earth put back again. 
’I no 
French system of cultivating the apple, 
pear and peach is also peculiar. 
The trees 
are all grafted and dwarfed. 
A strong 
wire is stretched along the front of i,c h 
row, about three feet above the ground. 
I'p jn this wire a eiugie branch of each tree 
is trained, and as soon as well started this 
branch is made, by heavy pruning, the 
only fruit-bearing one on the tree. 
The 
consequence is th at the entire strength of 
the tr e goes to the nourishing of the frui*; 
upon this branch, aud tiiis iruit becomes 
large and iair in proportion. 
M uch profit 
by i x mil pie can I»; gained by people in tn-.s 
>’ate by following many of the French 
methods. 


T h e B ro a d w ay A r i a p e . — Ex .Secretary 
of tne Treasury Wrudom is aow in L in ­ 
den trying to raise money for building an 
arcade under the whole length of Broad­ 
way, New York. 
If he succeeds, th at 
will be the most extraordinary thorough­ 
fare known to the history of cities. 
Tne 
scheme is to mak • a n w street under the 
present surface of Broadway, extending to 
tn - houses on each side, and lit by electric 
fights a t night and glass reflectors in the 
laytime, 
fire m iddle of the street would 
hold railway tracks, 
not only for city 
travel, Out to acoommo lite incoming tram s 
from every part of the country. 
Tne 
trav eler in San Francisco or St. Paul would 
not only buy his ticket for N.-w \ ork, bat 
the hotel on Broadway where he intended 
to stop. 
Freight and baggage would be 
o -t-veyed directly to the warehouse or be 
received by the express car which was to 
couvey it to any part of the country. 
Then trulii ; of all kinds could be carrfid 
on each side of the arcade. 
There would 
thus be a double tier of stores. 
Provision 
could be made for sewers, w ater mains, 
gas pipes and heating tubes. 
In short, it 
would become a double street and the value 
of the property quadrupled along the route.

any distribution as suggested,’either on the 
Pennsylvania or the Blaine plan. Politi­ 
cally, we believe it a bad suggestion for the 
Republican party, and have an idea that 
Mr. Blaine advanced his scheme only to 
kill off the Pennsylvania plan, because he 
realized that it was a dangerous thing for 
the Republican party to touch and needed 
knocking in the bead early in the day. 
However, one thing is certain, the two 
plans have introduced into economic dis­ 
cussion a new Bubject, which will engage 
very much attention and open up a broad 
and interesting field for .debate. Out of it 
will grow discussions of more and more in­ 
terest regarding our whole revenue system, 
the taxation of the necessaries of life and 
the accumulation of a surplus. From such 
discussion there must be evolved much of 
importance in the realm of fact, and so the 
people will he instructed and informed, 
whatever the outcome of propositions, 
both of which, we think, are erroneous 
and unwise. 


ITS TRUE MISSION. 


The Pennsylvania plan of distributing 
the surplus revenue*mong the States re­ 
ceived its heaviest blow from the vigorous 
pen of .lames G. Blaine. He made clear 
that as the surplus would always be an 
uncertain quantity, no remission of State 
taxes could be safely based upon it ; that 
the division would impose on Senators and 
Representatives a divided duty—to so 
legislate as to make the surplus large in 
behalf of their States, and to refuse, for 
like cause, the appropriations that should 
be made in the national interest. That 
the distribution would proceed, if at all, 
upon the assumption of a continuing re­ 
dundancy of national revenue, whereas 
there is on movement a plan to lessen the 
revenues materially, and one party of po­ 
litical economists would abolish duties in 
t to. Mr. Blaine’s plan, on the contrary, 
1b to give the States the net proceeds of the 
tax on spirits. He looks upon liquor aB a 
hurtful luxury, and would not therefore 
have it go tax-free under any circum­ 
stances. Of course this will he bitterly 
opposed by the whisky manufacturers aud 
others who claim that the liquor tax is an 
unequal aud unjust burden, aud that no 
sentimental reasons should enter into the 
question of how the Government should 
deal with any lawful industry-. They pro­ 
pose to ask Congress to abate the liquor 
revenue in whole, and they will throw 
themselves upon the mercy of the Demo­ 
cratic party to that end, at tho same lime 
warniug that organization of the dangers 
of denial. Hither this or a new bonded 
lease the liquor interests are certain to de­ 
mand. They will then oppose Mr. Blame's 
i lea, because, as it appeals to the pockets 
of the M tates, it has force, and tends to 
cripple the whisky men’s campaign. It is 
a powerful argument to advance to show 
that the distribution of ¡*$6,000,000 of 
money among the States will lower taxa­ 
tion permanently, enable State debts to be 
paid oil, and enhance the financial wulfare 
of the people—and this contribution may 
be relied on each year. Mr. Blaine thinks 
it will increase, as every state will, by his 
olan, 
be 
put on police duty in 
Its own 
interest 
to suppress 
the 
illicit 
distilleries. 
Now, 
there 
are 
those who take a totally different view of 
thi3 whole matter. Those who hold that 
the liquor revenue brings an element into 
politics that is corrupting, and that the na­ 
tion can better afford to let liquor go scot 
free than to have it in the lobbies of Con­ 
gress each session, meddling with all other 
legislation to advance its own. Her no 
love, but for hatred of whisky they wish 
the tax on liquors abolished. Still another 
class, and in that we enroll ourselves, be­ 
lieves it is better to have no surplus than 
to levy unequal taxation to accumulate it, 
and then distribute it to the States for pol­ 
iticians to wrangle over. The distribution 
of the surplus revenue will lessen the sense 
of self-dependence and invite to wasteful 
expenditures of the money and the launch­ 
ing out into grand schomes of internal im- 
orovements that will have to be supple­ 
mented by taxation to bring them to com­ 
pletion. AVe have grave doub a; to the 
constitutional powers of Congr 
1 j/ier 


The intelligent London correspondent of 
the Notion declares that the power of the 
English press is declining. It is not less 
read ; on the contrary it is more read than 
ever before, read more by women, read 
more by all classes, has increased in circu­ 
lation and in money-making capacity. 
But though it is more read, it has less in­ 
fluence. Men are lesB disposed than in 
times gone by to shape their opinions by 
its expression, much less to conform in ac­ 
tion to its advice. So, if a newspaper in 
England to-day deprecates or sustains any- 
given line of policy, it makeB far less dif­ 
ference to the fate of that policy than 
heretofore. 
Now the correspondent ad­ 
mits that the English press is no less able, 
no less upright than in the past. Is it 
true, then, that in fact it has lost power 
simply because the people do not conform 
their lines of conduct according to its 
dogmatic direction ? The probabilities are 
that the facts recited, ou analysis, will 
disclose that they arise out of the growing 
independence of thought of the English­ 
man. He is approaching nearer and nearer 
to the American idea. Toe American press 
cannot direct; it never assumes command. 
There is no press that speaks with govern­ 
mental authority, or that indicates by its 
utterances the line of policy the Adminis­ 
tration will pursue on a given subject. The 
American reads his morning paper for ne ws; 
he takes its suggestions for just what they 
are worth, measured by his own judgment; 
with just such force as the editorial argu­ 
ments address themselves to him, he gives 
them consideration, and no more, There is 
not a newspaper in the L’nited States to day 
that would dare to assume the position of 
commanding the citizen in the way he should 
go. All this is the result, in part at hast, 
of the education of the people by the press. 
It has done as much, if not more, than any 
other agency to make the citizens of the 
country independent thinkers ; aud now 
tkey are becoming independent voters. 
But in iact, the press has lost no Btrength 
with the growth of the idea of in­ 
dependence. 
England is approaching 
this condition more closely. The people 
are doing their own thinking with less fear 
of the London press than before. Then, 
too, as the correspondent reftrred to him­ 
self points out, the outside press has di­ 
vided not only the patronage with the 
London papers, hut has divided also the 
boldness and freedom of expression, and 
so it comes that the Londoner finds his city 
journal, which was once held to be infalli­ 
ble, is taken to task, found in error, 
sharply criticised and* often rebuked by 
provincial sheets and the dailies of other 
cities. So he comes to lose something of 
trust in his old mentor, and to be led him­ 
self into positions of criticism he before 
seldom assumed, Oae fact cited by the 
writer for the Nation must not he over­ 
looked, Review and magazine literature 
is no longer impersonal. 
The gifted 
writers for the periodicals over their own 
names address the people, and make them 
the judges of the question debated. This 
puts the reader into the critical attitude, 
and very naturally he comes to sit in 
judgment also upon what was once his 
morning oracle, Ail this is beneficial to 
the press in England, just as it is here. It j 
gives greater strength to journalism in fact, 
for it puts it upon its merits ; it cultivates 
greater independence of thought in the 
reader, and, as a natural result, makes him 
stronger in intellect. 80 the press is ac­ 
complishing precisely its proper mission, 
for the results we have recapitulated must I 
contribute to the virtue, intelligence, pros­ 
perity and moral tone of a people. Pre­ 
cisely what the citizen should do he is now 
doing, not depending on the editor to tell 
him what course to pursue, but reading 
what is advanced in support of any propo­ 
sition, and then acting as hia own judg­ 
ment shall dictate to be best. The highest 
mission of the press to-day is to inform, 
instruct and advocate, not to dictate, drive 
or browbeat. All attempts to do "’tlier 
generally results 111 signal failure. 


THE DEMAND FOR A CHILDREH’S BOMF. 
Tne Oakland Time.' earnestly and ably 
joins in the suggestion we made some time 
ago for th: agitation of the subject of a 
“ reformatory’’ for juvenile offenders. It 
well says : “ No matter affecting the moral 
welfare of the State is more pressing than 
this. We turn children into the street to 
learn evil by absorption. They must learn 
something. 
They are at the absorptive 
period of life. 
If they have the chance 
they will learn that which is good and use­ 
ful, which will make of them proper citi­ 
zens, and through them ennoble and enrich 
the State.” 
The Time.* also agrees with the view »e 
expressed when reviewing the excellent 
work of the Boys' and Girls’ Aid Society of 
San Francisco, that the reformatory must 
not be so named. To attach to the institu­ 
tion any title that savors of the jail or the 
prison will defeat the ends aimed at. That 
is precisely the trouble with the Industrial 
School at Sau Francisco. 
Its inmates go 
out branded about as deeply &3 it they 
were graduates from Sau Quentin. Indeed, 
the miserable system at the Industrial 
School makes it a school for the developing 
of criminals. 
What we need is a system something 
like that in practice in Massachusetts. 
There the schools are Children’s Homes. 
The vicious aud the merely unfortunate 
are not kept together. There is no group­ 
ing of large numbers of children. They 
are not allowed to exceed twenty-live or 
thirty in any one group, and each of these 
constitute a home presided over by kindly 
men and matrons. There are no prison 


bars, nor walls, nor dungeons; no whips 
nor lashes; nothing but generons care, 
kindly advice, firm discipline, healthful 
encouragement and the cultivation of the 
better part. The really vicious are con­ 
fined and kept apart from the others bo 
long as is necessary, but even their con­ 
finement does not partake of the prison 
character. The earliest moment is availed 
of to put each child in a good home, 10 
learn a trade or business if possible. Here 
he is visited and watched over, and en- 
coaraged or corrected by the State Agent, 
a sort of humane miesionary employed to 
keep an account of all these wards of the 
State. From these homes eight out of ten 
of the children grow up into and become 
parts of communities as good citizens, and 
the fact of their ever having been cared for 
by the State is lost to history, and even if 
remembered is no stigma. 
The Timet bears testimony to the success 
of such schools when it says : “ In other 
States where such schools are maintained we 
know men now in prosperous business, the 
heads of happy families, respected by the 
community, who consider it no shame to 
admit that their forlorn and unpromising 
childhood was turned aside from the down­ 
ward path in such an institution.” 
Let the people and the press of Califor­ 
nia agitate thiB matter, and demand of the 
next Legislature the establishment of a 
Children’s Home. It should be placed un­ 
der the charge of men and women who 
have hearts for all humanity, and whe will 
enter upon the work for love as well as 
pecuniary reward. By all means let these 
stipulations be made a part of the law : 
1. The institution shall not he located in 
any city. 
2. No Court shall permit publicity to be 
made of commitment of children to the 
home. 
3. The institution shall not be made a 
prison, nor termed a reformatory. 
4 The prime object shall be to secure 
the children homes in the State, not to im­ 
prison them and attach shame to their 
names. 
AN ANECDOTE FOR CKITICS. 
No work has been more gracefully intro­ 
duced than the recent compilation entitled 
“ The Wisdom of Goethe,” which the ac­ 
complished scholar, Rrofessor Blackie, has 
just presented to the public. In the intro­ 
ductory chapter this caustic writer has this 
criticism upon a class of critics who go 
about to find what Lowell terms all the 
thistles in the characters of men. The 
aptness of the anecdote and the appropri­ 
ateness of its application will be sufficient 
explanation of its reproduction : 
“ If it has been the good fortune of some 
great men to have their virtues brought 
forward into the foreground, studiously 
dressed out and magnified, while their vices 
are cast into the shade and forgotten or 
forgiven, no leBs certainly has the reputa­ 
tion of others suffered from their faults 
haviDg been prominently flaunted before 
the public eye, not seldom exaggerated into 
gross vices, while their no less real virtues 
were ignored or explained away. The 
judgments which I constantly hear in this 
country (England) pronounced on the char­ 
acter of this great man (Goethe) always re­ 
call to me a story illustrative of a certain 
style of criticism which I picked up many 
years ago from Coleridge’s 1 Biographia 
Litteraria.’ Two young English gentle 
men, fresh from college and brimful of con 
ceit, as is natural iu such creatures, were 
contemplating Danneker’s well known 
sculpture of ‘Bacchus and Ariadne,’ one 
of the principal lions in FranKfort-on the- 
Main. 
Siys cne to the other, ‘What 
do you think of that, 1LU?’ To which Bill 
forthwith, putting his eyeglass to his eye 
and thereafter looking up knowing, replied, 
‘ I think it is d—d like Stilton cheese,’ 
pointing, by this remark, to a certain blue 
streak in the marble, which, unfortunately, 
had revealed Itself, not till the work was 
too far advanced to allow of a replace­ 
ment.” 
A STRANGS STORY. 
A strange Etory comes from Oakland. 
It is to the effect that a man who was 
some years ago sent to the State .Prison for 
an infamouB crime is wholly innocent. 
Two women, who concocted the scheme to 
have him imprisoned, have confessed to 
the details of the cruelty. There is no 
crime short of taking human life willfully 
that calls for severer and swifter punish­ 
ment than the forcible violation of female 
virtue. But at the same time it is true 
that there is scarcely any charge more 
easily preferred or more easily fastened 
upon a man, however innocent he may be. 
Nearly all criminal assaults charged by 
women against men need to he substan­ 
tiated by corroborating testimony. The 
instances are by 110 means few of designing 
women having secured the conviction of 
innocent men on such charges. Of course 
in the present case the only remedy for 
the wroDg is the exercise of the right of 
the Governor to pardon the innocent vic­ 
tim. And “ pardon” is a harsh word un­ 
der and, „l.cu instances. It implies previ­ 
ous guilt. Our system should provide 
some speedy means whereby the discovery 
of evidence showing the verdict of guilty 
to have been erroneous may be made to 
work a review of the case of the innocent, 
and the recording of a judicial finding of 
the fact of innocence. 


WISE 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 
The Postmaster-General recommends in 
his report just submitted that the rate on 
newspapers and periodicals sent out by 
pubiishers he changed from one cent for 
two ounces to one cent for three ounces. 
Thisis a just recommendation. Many papers 
now have editions the single copies of 
which exceed two ounces in weight, but 
not three. The false impression largely 
prevails that one cent an ounce is the uni­ 
form rate for newspapers. 
The General 
also recommends increasing the power of 
the two-cent postage stamp, to provide 
that it shall carry letters of one ounce 
instead of one-half ounce, as at present. 
This is also a wise suggestion, and will be 
received with satisfaction by the people. 


NEWSPAPERS AND LOTTERIES, 
It is recommended by General Gresham 
that Congress pass an Act providing that 
every newspaper which contains an adver­ 
tisement of a lottery, or any agency there­ 
of, shall be excluded from the mails, and 
to render the person who deposits it liable 
to the penalties under existing laws for de­ 
positing a lottery letter or circular. This 
is all well enough as for as it goes, but it 
is somewhat surprising that an evasion of 
the law we now have has escaped the Post- 
master-General’s attention, and which the 


new law would not thwart. We refer to 
the practice of certain papers, and San 
Francisco furnishes now and then an ex­ 
ample, of publishing the official drawings 
of lotteries, though refusing their prior ad­ 
vertisements. It is held by such papers 
that to publish the result is not advertising 
the lottery. This is skim-milk logic. To 
publish a long list of numbers with alluring 
columns of money figures opposite, all un­ 
der the heading “ Twelfth Regular Monthly 
Drawing of the Squerze-and- Bob-’em Lot­ 
tery, drawn at Squat Ham, September 17, 
1SS3,” is certainly advertising. Yet there 
are scores of journals that evade the law 
by this gauzy method. 
General Gresham 
should see to it that his new bill covers 
this ground. 


DANGEROUS WIRES. 
It is quite evident that in the use of the 
electric light some method for guarding 
the wires from touch must be devised. An 
experiment is now being made in Phila­ 
delphia to plant them underground, but it 
is not yet wholly successful. It is prob­ 
able that the conveyence of the wires in 
tubes will have to be resorted to, as at first 
suggested, for where the lines are laid in 
the street, in digging for repairs or for 
water and other pipes, workmen are ex­ 
posed to grave risks from the electric 
wires. The other night, in New Y’ork, a 
storm blew down an electric light, and the 
wires were traiied upon the ground. Pres­ 
ently a horse being driven on the street 
stepped on the wire. There was a purple 
flash, a loud report, and the horse fell 
dead. Soon after another horse touched 
the wire, and he, too, was killed. For­ 
tunately, and by the rarest good luck, no 
pedestrians touched the wire, and pres­ 
ently the street was closed until the break 
could be repaired. So, it is seen, the elec­ 
tric light wires are dangerous in a high de­ 
gree, and must be laid so as to render 
them harmless, or else they must be aban­ 
doned. Of course by insulation and pip­ 
ing they can ba made safe. 
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THE FALSE PROPHET. 
There ia serious news from the Soudau. 
The False Prophet sent an emissary into 
Sennar, who had no difficulty in securing 
5,000 recruits, all of whom are armed with 
Remington rifleB. Ic is probable that at 
Khartoum he will have equal success. It 
is evident that El Mahdi will not be 
checked in his course until he reaches 
Cairo, and not then unless England shal^ 
come speedily to the defense of the Egyp­ 
tian < Government, with a strong force. 


It is just possible that Republicans may be led 
astray by estimating too highly what is termed a 
blunder of the Democracy in electing Carlisle to the 
Speakership. We certainly hope it will prove a dis­ 
aster to the Democrats, as is so fondly anticipated, 
for it was a sectional victory, and intended to solid­ 
ify a section ; but it ia by do means certain that the 
party will go any further in that direction. The 
South demanded that it should be recognized, and 
the election of Carlisle was such recognition. The 
Democracy, which depends upon the South for its 
success, was driven to yield that mueh to it. But 
we must not congratulate ourselves that because 
this has been done the Democrats are going to con­ 
tinue to commit blunders. 


RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


Tiik St Louis Gl*J>e-DctnoCi ^ delights m a newly- 
discovered street construction plan being put iuto 
operation in the residence section of that city. It 
consists in narrowing the road-way bv extending the 
walk-way space, the outer s'x feet of which is to be 
grassed and planted with trees. All \vatcr-p:pes 
are to be laid in the alleys, and all street pipes be­ 
neath the extended walk-wav. Except the laying 
of pines beneath the walk grass plat, the whole 
plan *. ver which the St. Louis paper is so happy has 
been in operation for years iu Sacramento, it list­ 
ens the cost of caring for stree's, and adds mueh to 
the beauty and health of a place. 


Tup. New York Punt, remarking upon the ques­ 
tions raised in this State relative to the right to 
control rates charged by a .San Francisco water 
company, is led to these reflections: “One of the 
strangest legal results of the Granger movement is 
that it seems to have identified in a great many 
publicists’ minds the right to fix reasonable rates 
with the rights t» confiscate property. The fact 
that the State must in some cases fix rates, does 
not make it any the more advisable to destroy the 
value of the stock in a corporation which it char­ 
ters in order to enable it to make money." 


R e fe r r in g t<i the lessor of the New York election 
the .Stockton Independen* says : “ The trouble with 
Republican organizations has been in a great meas­ 
ure the result of a failure to cousult the popular 
will in the selection of candidates. Let the Repub­ 
lican watchword be the * cleanest, strongest and 
fittest men ’ for standard-bearers, and let the voice 
of the party rank and file be heard in determining 
who the fittest candidates are, and California will 
assert its sound Republicanism by not less than 
twenty thousand majority.”

Th« Ratbs. By Edgar Allan Foe; Illustrated by 
Gustave Dote, with Comment by Edmuud C. 
Stedman. New York: Harper A Bros. San 
Francisco ; A. L. Bancroft A Co. Royal quarto: 
*19. 
The examples are not many in the world 
where the conception of the artist who il­ 
lustrates text rises superior to the fancy 
or thought of the author of the lines, 
but in Dore’s illustration of I’oe’s Ra­ 
ven it ia true in a marked degree. 
We have seen no work of the em­ 
inent artist that to a greater extent 
testifies to the unlimited fancy character­ 
istic of his genius. In some respects it ia 
bolder than the work of his pencil on Mil­ 
ton’s great work, though the field is by no 
means so broad. 
For that very reason, 
therefore, the capacity of the artist was 
more severely tested. There can be given 
no description of this splendid art work 
that will convey an adequate idea of the 
masterly design and the brilliant execu­ 
tion. The book is one of the finest addi­ 
tions to art iu literature of the day. As a 
holiday book it is particularly valuable. 
Whoever selects it as a gift for a friend 
testifies to his owo good taste and his ap. 
preciation of the taste of the recipient. The 
volume is 
a 
large, 
royal 
quarto, 
richly bound in boards, muslin and leather 
to taste, and the eDgravings appear upon 
the finest quality of paper. The title-page 
presents a design of the bust of Rallas, 
flanked by profile heads of Dore and Poe. 
The “ Comment ” on the poem is by Ed­ 
mund C. Stedman, in letter-press that is a 
credit of the highest order to the typo­ 
graphic taste of the publishers. 
This 
comment covers six double broad column 
pages, and constitutes an essay that is a 
most fitting introduction to the work. 
Tnen follows a plate weird, bold and full 
of life, illustrative of the single word, 
“ Nevermore,” and full of the ghostly, the 
fearful, the mysterious. 
The six pages 
succeeding present the poem, followed by a 
frontispiece to the illustrations, which are 
twenty-seven in number. The artists who 
cut the designs are Juengling, Buechner, 
Claudius, Muller, 
Fietze, 7. mmerman, 
King, Johnson, Standenbauer, French, 
Schelling, Kruell, Berustrom and Iloskin. 
We may nut enter upon any attempt to 
describe these brilliant examples of Dore’s 
unequaled genius. 
They constitute in 
themselves one of the best lessons of his 
maBterly art. Eich one is a study to 
which there may be given long examina­ 
tion. There is not revealed at a glance the 
meaning of any one of them. They grow 
before the sight ; they suggest the wildest 
fancies ; they awaken the dullest imagina­ 
tion ; they disclose their depth and breadth 
deeper and broader as they Jare studied, 
until one is all but lost in tne immensity of 
the wild fancy of the artist.

Several years ago it fell to our lot to 
"notice” Mr. Taylor's first poetical vol­ 
ume. 
We then reed it with pleasure 
which advanced to the plane of admira­ 
tion. Several more recent volumes have 
passed over our table, aud with each we 
have justified our estimate of the ability 
aDd poetic gifts of the author. It certainly 
cannot be written down of him that he is 
is the slightest degree an imitator—his 
originality ia too marked for the charge of 
imitation to attach. We give an example 
of the poems from volumes before us ; we 
give a few lines from his “ California 
Year ” and “ The Sun that Never Seta ” : 
Beyond the midland Rocky range 
That wrinkles up the rugged world. 
Where gray volcanoes sat and smoked 
Like burgoraasU rs weird and strange, 
And watched the columns as they curled; 
Where old Decembers crowned and cloaked 
Have seen a thousand Junes go by, 
A thousand winters leave tile line, 
Cant down upon the rocks to die, 
Until the granite crags grow white

The volume is handsomely illustrated, 
and makes a very fitting holiday souvenir. 
There are several patriotic poems in the 
volume—indeed the love of country, devo­ 
tion to the cause of freedom and loyalty to 
iree government pervades the major por­ 
tion of Dr. Taylor's writings. 
Skvsn Spanish Citiks and tiik Way to Tkp.m. By 
Edward E Hale. Boston : Roberts Bros. Sacra­ 
mento : W. A. A C. S. Houghton.

This is an interesting little volume de­ 
scriptive of the chief cities (in interest) of 
the land of Spam. Mr. Hale paid several 
visits to Spain, and by observant habit 
and scholarly acquirements was peculiarly 
litted to make notes for the sketches thus 
presented. The author has been largely a 
student of history, aud especially of Span­ 
ish history, llis book is full of interest, 
and besides being brilliantly descriptive, 
is critical <>f the country, the people, their 
habits, religion, government, present con­ 
dition and future possibilities. 
No number in aDV way superior to it has 
appeared prior to this, in the history of 
that admirable art journal, the “ Art Am­ 
ateur,” for December, published and edited 
by Montague Mirks, New Yotk. In the 
matter of text it is critical, though just and 
choice, while varied and answering to all 
tastes. In patterns, designs and illustra­ 
tions it is very rich for this month, and 
should satisfy the most exacting. The de­ 
signs for hammered brass and those pre­ 
senting examples of fourteenth century 
Moorish ornaments, arc especially curious 
and interesting. An especially valuable 
paper is the editorial supplement on the 
Oesnola sculpture frauds aud the trial re­ 
sulting therefrom. This supplement is 
illustrated, showing exactly how old stat­ 
ues are prepared for the gullible and the 
confiding rich patrons of art.

W eather P rognostics.—A copy of a 
small volume, issued by the United States 
Signal Service Bureau at Washington, has 
been received from Sergeant Barwick. It is 
entitled “ Signal Service Notes, No, IX ,” 
and “ W eather Proverbs.” A colored map 
is given, outlining the various signal corps 
district* of the United States and Territo­ 
ries. The principal portion of the book is 
occupied with “ Popular W eather Prognos­ 
tic-1,” or weather problems, but it is particu­ 
larly stated by the officer who compiled it 
that the weather forecasts of the Chief Sig­ 
nal Officer “ are not based upon the proverbs 
here given, but wholly’ upon observations and 
generalizations accepted by meteorologists.” 
Several pages are devoted to statements of in­ 
strumental and other local indications, at prin­ 
cipal points throughout the U nited States, of 
approaching storms. Tables are also given 
showing from what directions of wind are 
most likely to he followed by raia or snow. 
This ia shown for each mon*h in the year. 
Ateo, what winds are least likely to be fol­ 
lowed by rain or snow. The book contains 
much of interest and value to students of 
weather prognostics and to weather ob­ 
servers.

Ralph Copeland, during the first half of 
this year, saw at La I’uz, in Bolivia, at an 
elevation of 12,000 feet, with the full moon 
in the sky, ten star3 in the Pleiades with 
the naked eye, and also two Btars in the 
head of the Bull which are not in Arge- 
lander’s “ Uranometria Nova.” 
A special correspondent of the Nature 
states that most of the incandescent lamps 
at the Vienna Internationa! Electric Ex­ 
hibition have transparent bulbs, aud that 
very disagreeable after-images of the glow­ 
ing carbon filaments are caused if they are 
looked at only for a moment or two. 
A new method of purifying iron is pro­ 
posed by Dr. Herman Wedding, of Berlin. 
He points to the fact that when melted 
cast iron is allowed to chill, the first crys­ 
tals which form, are nearly pure iron, and 
he suggests that by repetitions of the 
crystalizing process a metal of high quality 
may be obtained from poor pig iron. 
The Scientific American describes the 
method by which the great cables of the 
Pittsburg (Pa ) suspension bridge were lately 
repaired. 
When a defective piece of wire 
was found it was cut out and a new piece 
of wire nicely spliced in so as to bear the 
strain 
it ought to sustain and no more. 
When the wires were renewed the whole 
was coated with linseed oil and then white 
lead. 
How to make a rat-tail file that will cut 
faster and last much longer than any cut- 
file ever made : Draw out a piece of steel 
to the size you want the file to be. 
Make 
it square aud tapering to a point at one 
en d ; then twist it like any auger, but 
closer; heat it to a dull red, and chill it in 
water, dipping it straight down. 
Draw 
but iittle temper. 
You will be surprised 
to find how fast it will cut and bow long it 
will last. The Blacksmith anil Wheelwright 
is authority for the above. 
It was not until some time after 1300 
that wire drawing became an art. 
A race 
of wire-drawer8, who made iron wires by 
hand and afterward by water-power, then 
sprang up in Germany, and became famous 
in Europe. 
Wire-making was introduced 
in England about the middle of the fifteenth 
century. 
Tuis industry was commenced 
in the United States at the beginning of 
the p-eaent century-, and it is needless to 
say that it baa grown into enormous pro­ 
portions within the paet few years. 
Wood diminishes the durability of paper 
in which it has been used, and it is a m at­ 
ter of importance for dealers and consu­ 
mers to be able to decide whether a given 
sample of paper contains woody fibers or 
not. 
A scientific authority recommends 
for this purpose a solution of sulphate of 
aniline, or a mixture consisting of one part 
sulphuric acid and three parts nitric acid. 
Either of these mixtures at once produces 
a yellow color upon the paper if wood is 
contained therein, the depth of the yellow 
shade increasing as the proportion of wood 
increases. 
It appears that the phenomenon of a 
green sun, as recently witnessed in ludia, 
has been observed at various times and 
from various places on the earth. 
An en­ 
tirely satisfactory explanation of the ap­ 
pearance has not yet been suggested. 
The 
• I " rnment Astronomer of ludia regards 
sulphurous vapor in the atmosphere as the 
probable cause, but other observers have 
had reason to suppose that the phenomenon 
may arise from the presence of aqueous 
vapor alone—in thick strata, and before it 
has become sufficiently condensed to be 
visible as clouds.

F i i l s t A i t k m i t t o B r i’.s A n th r a c i t e 
Coai. in Locomotives.—The tirst syste­ 
matic attempt to burn anthracite coal in 
American locomotives was made on the 
l’niladelphia a«d Reading Railroad about 
the year iNllii. 
The principal haulinq 
business of the company was anthracite 
coal, and it was considered an anomaly 
that the locomotive doing the work should 
be tired by wood. 
An English inventor 
and ¡ proposed a method of preparing anthracite 


b o that it would be burned in the common 
tire-boxos, and he was backed by the Me- 
Calmonts, who were large stockholders of 
the rea l. 
His plan was to grind up the 
anthracite coal and mix >t with coal tar and 
asphalt or bitumen, and mold the mixture 


j into bricks, which had a block of wood in 
! the middle. 
Machinery was 
made and 
; erected for grinding the coai, which was 
i the very best that could be selected. Great 
quantities of the brick were made, and the 
j trial to burn them was begun.
